at which Time Lorrain fhall be putinto the 
Hands of his moft Chriftian Majefty, and re- 
main annexed to his Monarchy: King Sta- 
sitflaus Thall be acknowledged by the Powers 
of Europe, King of Poland, and fhall enjoy 
all the Honours of a crowned -Head; after 
Which he fhall refign voluntarily the Kingdom 
of Poland, in Favour of King Auguflus, who 
thall reftore to him all the Eftates in Poland, 
Which belongea either to him or his Queen: 
King Staniflaus Thal have the immediate 
Pofieffion of the Duchy of Barr: Don Car- 
o fhalt be acknowledged King of Naples and 
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The King went to the Houfe on the r5th 
of ‘Faxuary, and in h® Speech told the Partia- 
ment, that the happy Turn, which the Af- 
fairs of Europe had evidently taken fince the 
End of Jatt Seffion, he was perfuaded muft 
give them all, as it did himy the greateft Sa- 
tisfaction. : 

On the 16th of February, there was a very 
extraordinary Spring-Tide, which flowed fo 
high as to exceed, by neara Foot anda half, 
all that had been known in the Memory of 
Man. At Wefteninfler - Hall the Court of 
Common-Pleas being fitting, feveral of the 
Council, &c. were carriedout of the Hall to their 
Coaches in Boats, which plied both in the Hail, 
and the Palace-yards. Mott of the Cellars in 
Wefiminfler were filled with Water. The 
Peivy-Garden at I hitball, and the Parade in 
St. “James’s Park were alfo overflowed. The 
Water came over Tower-wharf in feveral Places, 
and the Cellars and Offices on the Banks ot- 
the River, both above and below Bridge, were 
univerfally under Water.

in mentioned, and for tuforciug the Laws againft 
fuch importation for the future ; commonly call- 
ed the Smuggling Bill; and to fome others: 
After which his Majefty made a moft graci- 
ous Speech to both Houfes, and prorogued 
the Parliament; and two Days after fet out 
for Hancver; from whence he arrived the rs5th 
of “fanuary, after having been detained a con- 
fiderabie’ Time at fHe/voet/luys by contrary 
Winds. 

In this Seffions alfo the Quakers Tythe Bill 
pafled the Houle of Commons, but was reject- 
ed by the Lords. Anda Motion was made in 
the Houte of Commons for repealing the Teft- 
acts, but carried in the Negative. 

On ‘fuly 14, between one and twe, a 
moft impudent and daring Infult was com- 
mitted in Wefiminfler-hall: A large Parcel 
ina brown Paper was laid rear the Chancery 
Court, and kicked down on the landing Place 
on the Steps, going to the two Courts of 
King’s-Bench and Chancery; to which, as it 
fhould feem, was put a lighted Match, which 
burnt ull it came to the Paper, whcrein were 
inclofed feveral Chambers cr Parce's of Gun- 
powder, which blew up, making feveral large 
Reports, iiat put the Couris of Juftice, and 
all Heflminjler-bal’, into great Contufion. In- 
cloied in the brown Papcr were five Aéts of 
Parliament, great Part of which were burnt, 
viz. the Giz Act, the Afortmain At, the 
Wefiminjier-Bridge Act, the Sumgglers Ay, 
and the Act for borrowing 60c,c00/. on the 
Sinking Fund. One Nixov, a nonjuring Par 
fon, was apprehend:d and convicted cf this 
infamous Fatt, and was fentenced ta pay 200 
Marks, to be imprifoned five Years, and that 
he fhould be brought up to the feveral Courts 
then fitting, with a Parchment round his Head, 
denoting the Nature cf his Crime. 

The latter End of July, there were great 
Mobbings, ‘Tumulis, and Diforders, in Spit- 
tle-fields, Shoreditch, and the Parts adjacent ; 
which began from a Quarrel between fcme 
Englifh ang frifh Labourers, on Occafion of the 
latter working cheaper than the former. “This 
Rict grew to fuch a Head, that feveral Per- 
fons were wounded, anda Lad was killed by 
a fhot from a Publick-houfe kept by an J/rijb- 
man, which the Mob had attacked. ‘The 
Juitices read the Proclamation, called out ‘the 
Trained-bands, and prccured two Parties of 
Foot Guards to be fent from the Tower, who

fleece is wound up and expofed to fale, occa- 
fions a great waite of wool, and is very detri- 
imental to the woollen manufactures of this king- 
dom. 

That great abufes are practifed in the wind- 
ing up the wool for fale, by wrapping ina 
fleece of good wool feverai other fleeces, or 
parts of Heeces, of different and inferior qualities, 
and expofing them to fale for the fame price, as 
if the whole quantity was of the fame quality, 
and of equal goodneis; and by winding, in the 
fleeces for fale, feveral forts of damaged wool, 
fuch as clag-locks, mort-wool, and unwafhed 
wocl, to the great deceit and lofs of the buyer, 
and to the detriment of the woollen manufac- 
tures of this kingdom. 

That great abufes are practifed in winding up 
of wool for fale by wrapping up in the fleeces, 
dirt, dung, fand, and other rubbifh, to increafe 
the weight; which abufes are a great lofs to the 
buyer, and prejudicial to the woollen trade of 
this kingdom. 

That all fellers of wool fhall be obliged to 
clip off from every fleece, before the fheering or 
winding thereof, the brand or mark thereon, 
Made with pitch or tar. 

That no feller of wool fhall wind, or put in- 
to one Heece, more than grows on or is clipped 
off from one fheep at one clipping. 

That more effectual provifion be made by 
Jaw, for preventing all Tin of wool from 
winding or wrapping in any fleece for fale, any 
damaged wool, tails, cots, clag-locks, mort 
wool, Jamb’s wool, fkin-wool, or unwafhed 
wool, or any dirt, dung, ftones, or other rub- 
bifh, to the deceit and lots of the buyer. 

That the brands or marks put upon lambs, 
with pitch and tar, fhall be clipped off before 
fJuch lambs are fhorn. 

That all felt-mongers and fkinners fhall, 
before they pull off the wool from the fkins of 
any fheep or lambs, be obliged to clip off the 
brands or marks made thereon with pitch and 
tar. 

hat all fellers of wool be reftrained from 
dividing the fleece into two or more parcels, 

and felling the fame as diftinét fleeces. 

That all fellers of wool be at liberty to make 
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up and fell clag-locks, mort wool, unwafhed =" 
wool, cots, tails, or other damaged wool, .in 
one or more parcel or parcels, feparate and dif- 
tinct from the fleeces. 

That no reftriction be laid upon ufing of 
tar, for falving of fheep, or any other medici- 
nal purpofe whatfoever. 

On the sth, the Commons paffed a bill to 
enable the parifhioners of Eaft Greeawich, in 
the county of Kent, to depofit corpfe in vaults 
or arches under the church of that parifh, and 
to afcertain the fees to be paid for the fame. 

On the 6th, the Commons pafled a bill to 


_ extinguifh the right of the Lord of the manor 


of Omberfley, in the county of Worcetter, of 
keeping a warren for conies on Linall-common, . 
the Birchin-valley, and. the Lyth, and for 
fecuring to ‘the faid Lord the rent now paid 
for the fame; and for annexing and uniting 
the faid Birchin-valley to feveral ancient copy- 
holds, or cuftomary tenements, within the faid 
manor. 

Alfo a bill for enlarging the term granted by 
two feveral aéts of Parliament, of the third . 
and ninth years of his late Majefty’s reign, for 
continuing the duty of two-pennies Scots upon 
every pint of ale and beer, fold in the city of 
Edinburgh, for the purpofes therein mentioned ; 


_and for difcontinuing payment of the petty 


port cuftoms there. Alfo a bill to rectify, a 

miftake in an act, pafled in the twenty-fourth 
of his prefent Majetty’s reign, intitled, ** An 
act for explaining and amending an act, pafled 
in the twenty-firft year of the reign of his pre- 
fent Majefty (intitled, an act for the relief of 
the annuitants of the wardens and commonalty 
of the myftery of mercers of the city of Lon- 
don) and for other purpofes therein mentioned,” 
Alfo a bill for eftablifhing and rendering effec- 
tual certain articles of agreement, for. the in- 
clofing and dividing the commons and waite 
grounds in the townfhips of Smith, Cowick, 
and Rawcliffe, in the county of York. Alfo 
a bill for repairing the road from the town of 
Cirencefter to the town of Stroud, and that 
part of Rodborough-hill which leads to Rud- 
bridge, and alfo the road leading from Cirenceftcr 
towaras Bifley, fo far as the bottom of Gulph- 
hill, all in the county of Gloucefter. 

On the 7th, the Commons agreed to the 
bill, pafled by the Houfe of Lords, intitled, 
‘© An act for avoiding, and putting an end to, 
certain doubis and quettions relating to the at- 
teftation cf wills and codicils, concerning real 
eftates, in that part of Great-Britain called 

X x England, 














plantations in America.” 

On the roth, the Commons, paffed a bill 
for repairing the roads from Wallingford, in 
the county of Berks, to Wantage, and from 


thence to Farringdon, and alfo from Wantage > 


to Idfon, in the faid county. 

On the rth, the Lords read a firft time the 
bill for the more effeCtually fecuring the black- 
lead mines from theft and robbery. 


The fame day, the Commons ordered a 


new writ for electing a Burgefs, to ferve in 
Parliament, for the borough of Bofliney,, in the 
county of Cornwall, in the room of Richard 
Heath, Efq; deceafed. Alo for a new writ 
for electing a Burgefs for the town of Marl- 
borough, in Wiltfhire; in the room of Sir 
John Hinde Cotton, Bart. deceafed. They 
alfo pafled a bill to enable John Cave, now 
called John Browne, and his iffue, to take and 
ufe the furname of Browne. Alfo a bill for na- 
turalizing Jane Magdalen Robelon. 


On the 13th, the Commons paffed a bill to 


give power to change the punifhment of felony 
in certain cafes, to confinement and hard’ la- 
bour in his Majefty’s dock-yards. 


On the 14th, the Commons pafled a bill 


for enlarging the term and powers, granted by 
two atts of Parliament, for repairing and a- 
mending the highways between. the town or 
village of Tittenfor, and the moft northern 
part of Talk on the Hill, in Butt-lane, in- 
the county of Stafford. 

On the 17th, the Lords pafied the bill for 
difolving the marriage of Thomas Benfon, 
Gent, with Jane Board, and to enable him to 
marry again. Alfo the bill for better fecuring 
mines of black-lead from theft and robbery. 

The fame day, the Commons pafled the bill 
for dividing and inclofing the common fields 
and common meadows of Narborow, or Nar-

bill for the better preventing thefts and robbe- 
ries, and punifhing perfons keeping diforderly 
houfes. 

On the 38th, the Commons paffed the bill 
for confirming atucles of agreement and an 
award for inclofing and dividing certain waftes 
and commons in the manor of Ridley, in the 
county of Northumberland. 

On the 19th of February, the Commons 
pafled the bill for opening the port of Lancaf- 
ter, for the importation of wool and woolen 
yarn from Ireland. 
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The Lords paffed a bill, intitled, © An a& 
for vetting divers lands and. hereditaments in the . 
county of Oxford, devifed by the will and co- 
dicil of Nathaniel Bacon, Efq; deceafed, in 
Edward. Bacon, Efq; in fee fimple; and for 
fettling an eftate in the county of Norfolk, of 
greater value, to the ufes limited by the fame. 
will and codicil.’ 

Alfo a bill, intitled, § An a&t for fale of the 
moiety of the manor of Icombe, part of the 
fettled eftate of Richard Hopton, Efq; and o- 
thers, and laying out the money arifing there- 
by, in the purchafe of an entire eftate, to be 
fettled to the fame ufes.” 

Alfo a bill, intitled, * An aét to impower 
John Prefton, merchant, to makea jointure on 
any future marriage.’ : 

The Lords alfo agreed: to the bill pafled by 
the Commons, intitled, * An a¢t for repairing 
the roads from Wallingford, in the county of » 
Berks, to Wantage, and from: thence to Fur- 
ringdon, and alfo from .Wantage to Idfon, in: 
the faid county.” 

Alfo to the bil', intitled, © An aét for repair- 
ing the road leading from the Green-man, in 
the chapelry of Seend, in the county of Wilts, 
through ‘Trowbridge, to a place called White 
Trough, in the parifh of Trowbridge,, in the 
fame county, and from thence by Road-church.

7 RIEF is that Paffion, or Pain of Mind, 

which we feel for any great Lofs or Dif- 
appointment ; and nothing does more marr or 
deftroy the Pleafures of Life. It covers the 
Soul with Blacknefs and Horror, and fees no- 
thing but thro’ thefe Mediums, The very 
RefleCtion on former Delights brings to a dif- 


confolate Mind prefent Anguifh, becaufe they .. 


are no longer in our Power; and therefore 
fuch a Refle€tion ferves only to introduce a 
painful Comparifon between ourfelves now and 
formerly. | 

There is a gloomy Pleafure in being dejected 
and difconfolable; Melancholly ftudies how to 
improve itfelf, and Sorrow finds wonderful 
Relief in being ftill more forrowful. 

Affliction is often of our own making, and 
is either the Child of Imagination, or Pride, or 
fome fuch trivial Parent; and then the Ri- 
dicule of it may juftly prevent our Pity. And 
yet even here we ought not, in my Opinion, 
to proportion our Sympathy to the Caufe 
which produc’d the Misfortune, but to the 
Weight and Effect it hasupon the Perfon grie- 
ved. ‘Though the Grounds of Sorrrow may, 
to a Stander-by, appear {mall and contempti- 
ble, they may, at the fame ‘Time, be magni- 
'fy’d by the Sufferer into vait Bulk and Impor- 
lance. 

Great Sufferings, therefore, challenge equal 
Pity, without our examining why, or where- 
fore. The poor Creature in Bedlam, who 
defpaired, and run Mad, becaufe he had a 
hoarfe Pipe, and could not fing fo well as Ni- 
cholini, tho’ he had often attempted it, fhar’d 
as much of my Compaflion as the Veh Wo- 
man, who was in the fame Lodgings and 
Condition, becauie fhe had loft her Lover on 
her Wedding-Day : As they were equally mad, 
they were equal Objects of Pity. 

To be afflifted with the Affli€ted, is an In- 
ftance of Humanity, and the Demand of good 
Nature and good Breeding. Pity is but an 
imaginary Aid ; and yet, wereit not for that, 


Sorrow would be many Times utterly infup- . 
portable. 

Mirth is by no Means a Remedy for Grief ; 
on the contrary, it raifes and inflames it, and, 
like the Contention of oppofite Elements, be- 
vets frefh Tumult and Diforder in the Head 
of the Afflicted, who either imagine them- 
felves to be infulted by it, and then Pride is add- 
ed to Sorrow; or think it unpardonable to at- 
tend to it, and then Anguifh is improved by 
Reproach. 

Nor do fudden Diverfions and new Objeéts 
at firft relieve thofe who languifh under Grief; 
for, to be amus’d with thefe, would look as if 
they were weary of their Mourning, and fond 
of Occafions to forget it, which is to them a 
great Crime: Or elfe new Objects ftart new 
Images and Circumftances, and fo create more 
Matter for more Melancholly. 

The only probable Way I know of foftning 
and curing Grief in others, is by putting on 
an Appearance of feeling it yourfelf; and you 
muft, befides, talk frequently and feelingly of 
the Occafion, and praife and blame as the 
Sufferer does: But then remember, to make 
Ufe of the Opportunity this Condefcenfion 
and Familiarity gives you, of leading him, by 
Degrees, into Things and Paflages remote 
from his prefent Bent of Mind, and not un- 
pleafant in themfelves. In this Manner, and by 
this Policy,, you will be able to fteal him away 
from his Afflictions, with his own Approbati- 
on, and teach him tg think and fpeak of other 
Things than that alone which frets his Heart. 

I would not, by any Thing that I have 
faid, be thought to encourage People to grow 
pettifh, in order to be pity’d; I am, on the 
other Hand, for difappointing all that do it. 
If they will be Children, let us ufe them like 
Children, and laugh at them. They richly 
merit Ridicule, whofe Sorrow can be cur’d 
whenever they themfelves pleafe. 

To others, the forced Affii€tion of thefe 
Sort of Folks may perhaps appear whimfical 
and unreafonable; but they, for their Parts, 
are apt to wonder atthe fhameful Infenfibility 
of Mankind, not to fee with their moift Eyes, 
and be aftlicted with what they choofe to feel. 

There is an Orthodoxy even in Sorrow, 
and we take upon us to be very angry at the 
reft of the World, if they do not implicitly 
join with us in a Uniformity of Mifery. To 
the Mourner all merry Fellows are warn 

ticks, 
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ticks, and every Thing that is gay is likewife 
erroneous; and becaufe his Palate is diforder’d, 
and his Brain turn’d, he is amazed that the 
chearful can laugh, and the Sound enjcy their 
Senfes and their Tafte. 

The gocd Man has loft a Miftrefs, or a 
Place, and yet the Sun fhines, and Mankind 
are merry ! 

It is fomething odd, and indeed a little am- 
bitious, for one or more People to expect the 
World fhould droop for their fingle and 7er- 
haps imaginary Misfcrtune. Damron lofes ten 
thoufand Pounds at Play, and goes Home and 
hangs himfelf—— Would it not be rafh in the 
Univerfe to follow his Example? Mifs Lydia 
cries "till her Lace ftarts, becaufe Coufin Katy 
has run away with her Spark; but tho’ fhe 
is young, pretty, and weers moft bewitching- 
ly, yet I, for my Heart, can never make 
wry Faces, nor force my difcourteous Heart 
to break, becaufe Mifs Lydia thinks fit to 
fob. | 

Upon the whole, I would diftinguifth be- 
tween Grief that is neceflary and unfought, 
and Grief that has Wilfulnefs and Humour 
init ; and I would endeavour to cure the 
firft by Kindnefs, Complianee, and Commi- 
feration ; and to fhame or frighten away the 
other by Contempt and Sneer. To court 
Pity is the Way to mifs it; butreal An- 
guifh will find it without feeking it.

Ina little Time fhe finds that he has 
a Will of his own, that he pretends to dif- 
like what fhe approves, and inftead of treating 
her like a Goddefs, be ufes her like a Woman, 
What ftill makes the Misfortune werfe, we 
find the moft abject Flatterers . degenerate into 
the greateft Tyrants, This naturally fills the 
Spoufe with Sullennefs and Diicontent, Spleen 
and Vapour, which, with a little difcreet 
Management, make a very comfortable Mar- 
riage. I very much approve of the Conduct 
of my Friend Plaiadealer in this patticular, 
who made Love to a Woman of Senfe, and 
alway treated her as fuch during the whole 
Time of Courtfhip. His natural Temper and 
good Breeding hindered him from doing any thing 
difagreeable, as his Sincerity and franknefs of 
Behaviour made him converfe with her be- 
fore Marriage, in the fame Manner he intend- 
ed to continue to do afterwards. He would 
often tell her, Madam, you fee what Sort of 
a Man Iam. If you will take me with all 
my Faults about me, I promife to mend ra- 
ther than grow worfe. I remember he was 
once hinting his diflike of fome little Trifle 
his Miftrefs had faid or done ; upoa which fhe 
asked him, how he would talk to her after Mar- 
riage, if he talked at this rate before?

Some Memoirs of the Life of Willtam- 
| Henry Cranftoun, E/9; 


APTAIN Cran/fousz, while at School 

and the Univeritty, was remarkable for his 
Dulnefs ; his oniy Excellency confifted in 
Dancing ; having no mannetgof Tafte for Eru- 
dition. He was not, however, Geftiute of 
Parts; for he would often Surprize thaie who 
entertained but a mean Opinion of his Abilities, 
by Schemes and Concertions which required 
more Genius than they thought he had been 
Matter of, He was amorous, in the vicious 
Senfe,of the Word, of which, even in the 
eariy Part of his Life; he gave evident Proofs. 

As Cranjioun was not Matter of Learning 
fuficient to qualify him either for the Law or 
Phyfic, he turned his Thoughts towards the 
Army, where a very moderate Share of Litera- 
ture is fufficient, and where few Vices dif- 
qualify a Perfon frat making a Figure. 

About the Year 1744, Cranftoun, being at 
Edinburgh, became acquainted with Mis Mur- 
ry, Daughter of Sir David Murry, a Gentle- 
man of Family and Fortune. She was then 
at her Uncle’s, where Cran/foun frequently vifit- 
ed her, Milfs Adurry was remarkably hand- 
fome, genteel; delicate, and of a very amiable 
Difpofition, which gained her a great Number 
of Admirers. Her acts ob/erving Cranjioun’s 
Vilits were very frequent, and that he always 
difcovered an Inclination of converfing with 
his Niece alone, thought it requifite to talk 
ferioully with him on that Subject, and defired 
him to explain himfelf fully ona Point fo very 
delicate. Cranjfioun declar’d he courted Mis 
Murry on the mott honourable Terms, being 
paflionately in Love with her; adding, that 
the only Obftacle that prevented him from 
iinmediately marrying Mifs Adurry, was her 
Religion; for, as his Relations were not only 
W higs but rigid Presbyterians, and fhe a Ro- 
man “Catholick, he was fearful leaft fucha 
Match might make them to relinquifh his In- 
tereft. 

As this Obfervation was, to all Appearances, 
made with a great deal ‘of Sincerity, and of 
Weight fufficient to juttify his Conduct, the 
young Lady’ s Uncie acvifed him to defer the

khrence, Fune ig. We learn from Pifa, that lat 
Week fixteen Highway Robbers were executed there, 
three of whom were burnt, fix broke upon the 
Wheel, and the reft were hanged. 

Schaffhaufen, Fune 24. We learn from Zurich, 
that one of the Gang of Rogues that infefted thofe 
Parts was taken a few Days ago, and was put to 
the ‘Torture in order to make him impeach his Ac- 
complices, but he would only confefs he was worthy 
‘of Death, having been fo unnatural as to poifon his 
Father and Mother, and five Brothers and Sitters ; 
tor which he was broke upon the Wheel. 

Ratisbon, Fune 24. Yefterday the Affembly of 
the Evangelic Body took fome Refolution concern- 
ing certain Grievances, which are to be prefented to 
the Diétatare on the Part of the Evangelic Commu- 
nity of Cronenberg, the Subje&t of which is, that 
‘on the Feaft cf the Holy Trinity, the Catholics ill 
ufed the Servant of a Lutheran, who was within 
the Door of his Mafter’s Houfe, for not uncovering 
when the Proceffion went by. 

Hanover, June 30. The King, as Elector of 
Hanover, has fent to compliment the future Queen 
of Denmark upon her Arrival at Epfdorff, where 
his Majeity’s Purveyors are fent to provide for that 
Piincefs, whofe Retinue confifts of eighty Perfons. 

The King has received Letters from his Commif- 
faries at Bruflels, with an Account of the State of 
their Conferences. ‘The Affairs of the Barrier, and 
thefe concerning the Regulation of the Tariff, are,

_ tilofcow, Fune 10. We were fcarce recover'd 
frou: the Terror and Coniternation which the Fire 
of the 23d of May occafioned, when a Fire broke 
out a ain the third Inftant, near the Imperial Caftle 
©: Aremeiin, and burnt with great Violence till the 


following Evening ; in which Time it confumed up- 
wards of 13000 Houfes, befides a great number of 
Churches, Converts, &c. The 6th Initant another 
Fire broke out in the Center cf the City, and ’tis 
computed that near two Thirds of the City are burnt 
down. It is certain that all the moit confiderable 
Families cf the Empire have received great Damage 
by it, and the Lofs of the Admiral Prince de Gal- 
liczin alone, is eflimated at above 1;50000 Rubles. 
The Emprefs’s fine Stables are entirely confumed, 
and likewife the great Manufacture of Sail-Cloth, 
belonging to the Sieur John Tamefz, together with 
the Workhoufes, Mills, and other Appurtenances ; 
and notwithftanding the Ufe that was made of En- 
gines of the Dutch Fafhion, the Flames could not 
be ftopt for a contiderable Time. The Dwelling- 
Houfe of the Sieur Tamefz being a Stone Building, 
was preferved, all but the Roof. The Caufe of this 
dreadful Difafter has been found to be owing to 
fome wicked Incendiariesy who fet Fire to differeric 
Parts of the City, on Pigtpofe to plunder the inhabi- 
tants during their Di . Some of them were ta- 
ken in the very Fae? ‘the Hotel of the Prince 
de Repnin, and athers have fince been detecied, 
who, it is hopedyamwill mect with their juft Pu- 
nifhment. ad 

Several of thé @urtiers have endeavoured to pre- 
vail with the Emprefs to lay afide ber intended Jour- 
ney to this City,.deft the difmal Sight fhould have tco 
great an Effect upg her ; but we hear-her Imperial 
Mejefty is determined that noth:ng fhall alter her 
Reiolution cf coming here, and that not long ago fhe 
declared at Table, That the more her Subje&s of Mot- 
cow were in Diftre/s, the fooner foe would go to come 
fort and relieve them. 4 

Among other Deftruétions made by the Fire,” be- 
fides what are above-mention’d, the grand Imperval 
Laboratory was reduced to the Ground, and ai! the 
extenfive Buildings belonging to it. ‘This is a very 
wife Eftablifhment, for from hence Medicines are 
diftributed all over the Fmpire, under the Direétion 
of the Court, which takes Care to have them pre- 
pared by able Phyficians and Chemifts, in erder to 
fruftrate the Impofitions of Mountebanks and idle 
Pretenders. 

Paris, June 26. Theother Parliament of France 
imitate the Example of that of this City. At Va- 
trai in Britanny, a Curate having been called in to 
adminifter the Sacraments to a fick Cfhcer, whofe 
Conduct had been remarkably regvlar, the Curate 
in the firft Place asked him, “ Jf pe received the 
** Confti:ution.” To which he reply’d, ‘* Li the 
** Church has received it, I receive it alfo.” The 
next Day the Curate brought the Sacraments, but, 
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70 
defirous of drawing a farther Explication from the 
fick Man, of a Thi#g he did not comprehend, infift- 
ed upon the Officer’s declaring in the Prefence of 
the Perfons prefent, that he fubmitted to the Buil 
Uniesnitus ; but if he had been willing to have 
done fo, he was not then in a Condition, being at 
Death’s Door, and a€tually expired without receiv- 
ing the Sacraments. ‘he Parliament of Rennes, 
having been informed of this Affuir, has taken Cog- 
nizance thereof, and is profecuting the Curate for 
not adminiftring the Sacraments to the Officer. 

Paris, ‘fune 30. A Phcenomenon, of which the 
Sicur de Lor has given an Account to the Academy 
Royal of Sciences, furnifhes a frefh Proof of the 
Analogy of the Electrical Matter with Lightening. 
Upon the Steeple of the Church of Plauzat in Au- 
vergne is a Crofs of Iron, not painted or gilt. The 
Extremities of this Crofs form Sorts of Fleurs-de- 
Lis with fharp Points. Whenever there happens 
any great Storm, accompanied with thick Clouds 
and Flafhes of Lightning, a luminous Body 1s per- 
ceived upon every one of the extremities of this 
Crofs. According to an immemorial Tradition, 
there very rarely happens to be any Thunder at 
Plauzat, or the Neighbourhood, when this Phceno- 
menon appears. As foon as it is feen, Peovle are 
certain that the Storm is no more to be feared. 
The luminous Bodies are of different Colours like 
the Rainbow, and the Figure is conical. Some- 
times they continue an Hour ard an half, if it rains 
ever fo plentifully. Thefe Paéts are proved by the 
Teitimony of all the Inhabitants of Plauzat, and 
by a Letter from the Sieur Binon, who has been 
Curate of that Parifh twenty-feven Years, and ts an 
exaét Obferver.

COUNTRY NEWS. 


Gofport, Fune 28. Yelterday being appointed for 
the Interment of the Remains of the Right Hon. 
Sir Philip Honeywood, Governor of Portfmouth, 
the Invalids of that Garifon were under Arms, 
with their Officers at their Head, by Eleven o’Clock 
in the Forenoon; about Tweive the Signal was 
made from the Look out at Landport Gate, thst 
the Procefiion was in Sight; on which the Soldiers 
marched to the faid Gate to join it, the Officers ha- 
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ving Mourning Safhes and Hatbands, and the Part 

of their Partifans, for Execution, were covered with 

Crape ; the Colours were likewife hung with Mourn- 

ing, as were the Upper Part of the Serjeants Hal- 

berts, the Drums covered with Black Cloth, and 

both Serjeants and Drummers had Hatbands: As 

foon as the Hearfe moved within Landport- Gate 

the firlt Minute-Gun was fired on the Platform, the 

Flag was lowered, the Guns continued firing every 

Minute during the whole Time of the Proceffion. 

The Cavalcade was begun by: the Solciers,. who 

marched in a flow and folemn Manner, with their 

Firelocks reverfed ; as were the Officers Partifans, 

and the Colours, the Drums beating a dead March: 

After them came feveral Mourners on Horfeback 

Two and Two; next a Man carrying a fine Plume 

of Ofiriches Feathers to place on the Coffin: next 

the Clergyman,——~Cuthbert, Ffq; Phyfician, and 

Lindfey, Efq; Apothecary in Portfmouth, with 

Silk Scarfs, and two of the General’s Gentlemen ; 

after which the Hearfe, richly adorned with Fea- 

thers, Efcutcheons, Streamers, &c. drawn by fix 

Horfes, their Backs covered with Velvet, and other 

Decorations ; the Proceffion was clofed by two 

Mourning Coaches and fix Horfes each: In this 

Manner they proceeded thro’ the High Street to the 

Chapel belonging to the Governor of Portf{mouth, 
where he was immediately interred in a Vault built 

on Purpofe, by his Defire. After the Corpfe was 
put into the Vault, the Soldiers fired three Voilies 
of Small Arms, on which the Ringers of Portf- | 
mouth Church began rieging a mourning Peal, and 
continued it till late in the Evening. The Whole 
was conduéted with a Decorum fuitable to the me- 
lancholy Occafion: In fhort, a viiibie Concern fat 
on every Brow prefent, for their own particular 
Lofs of fo worthy a Gentleman and Governor, and 
for the Nation’s Lofs in general of fo true a Friend 
to his King and Country, and fo brave an Officer. 





LONDON. 


We hear from Dublin, that his Majefty’s Letters 
are fent over, directing all the light Guineas and 
half Guineas, and the Spanifh Gold now lying ufe- 
lefs in the 'Treafury there, to be tranfmitted to his 
Majefly’s Mint to be recoined, and the Value there- 
of to be returned to Ireland in current Specie.

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wilfully to fink her upon the High Seas, with In- 
tent to defraud {cveral eminent Merchants of Lon- 
don, who had made large Infurances thereon, were 
called up to rece:ve the Judgment of the Court; 
and their Sentence was to be imprifoned twelve 
Months in Newgzte, in the mean Time to ftand 
twice in the Pilory ; once Upon Tower-Hill, and 
once at the Royal Exchange ; to pay a Fine of zob 
a-piece, and to gife Security for their good Beha- 
viour for five Years, themfelves in 200l. a piece, 
and each of their Sureties in rool. 

Among other Tricks pre&tifed* by thofe who 
con{fpired to defraud the Infurers, by finking Ships 
infured, they ufed to purchafe Goods of ‘Tradef- 
men, pay for them, and order them to be packed 
up and fent on board the Ship: In the Night 
the Goods were taken clandeftinely out of the 
Ship, and afterwards difpofed of for what thcy 
would bring. In this Manner a Clock-Maker 
in ‘Tower-fireet, fome Time ago had a Clock 
tefpoke, which he made accarding to Order} 
and when he finifhed it, he received his Mo- 
ney, put the Clock up iz a Cefe, and delivered it 
on hoard. A ftw Day afterwards he was furprifed 
to fee, as he thought, the fame Clock in a Bro- 
ker’s Shop, and by a nearer Infpetion he knew it 
to be fo. Upon Enquiry, be found that the Bro- 
ker had bought it of the Captain of the fame Ship, 
on board of which he had fent it: By thefe Means, 
after the Stip was funk, they could not only produce 
the Tradefmens Receipts for the Goods, but alfo 
prove the Delivery of them on board, and con- 
fequently make their Demand on the [nfurers. 

Thurfday Morning laft Week, between Seven and 
Fight o’Clock, Thomas Willford, condemn’d on 
‘Tuefday before for the Murder of his Wife, was car- 
tied from Newgate to Tyburn, and executed agree- 
able to his Sentence; after which his Body (purfu- 
ant to the late Act of Parliament to prevent Mur- 
der) was deliver’d by the Sheriff to the Surgeons 
Company at their Theatre in the Old Baily, and 
there anatomiz'd, in order to be form’d into a Ske- 
leton, He feem’d extremely penitent, cried very 
much, and acknowledg’d the Juftice of his Sen- 
tence.
